tration, Washington, D. C., Jan- 
uary 17, 1918.— 

“REGULATION MAKING PRO- 
VISION FOR A MORE ADE- 
QUATE SUPPLY OF FUEL FOR 
RAILROADS, DOMESTIC CON. 
SUMERS, PUBLIC UTILITIES 
AND OTHER USES NECESSA- 
RY TO THE NATIONAL SE-

“THE UNITED STATES FUBL 
ADMINISTRATOR, acting un- 
der the authority of an executive 
order of the president of the 
United States, dated August 23, 
1917, appointing said administra- 
tor, in furtherance of the _ pur- 
poses of said order and of the 
purposes of the act of congress 
therein referred to, approved Au- 
gust 10, 1917, and finding it es- 
sential effectively to carry out 
the provisions of this act, to

BY ADMINISTRATOR 


Supplies Piling Up at Ports 
Because Ships Have Insuf- 
ficient Supply of Coal, He 
Says.

Zhe country, he said, is suffering 
from over-production and can well sus- 
pend manufacturing enterprises for a 
short time. 

“War munitions, for order, manu- 
factured products of every description 
}lie at our Atlantic ports in tens of 
thousands of tons, while literally hun- 
dreds of ships waiting loaded with 
war goods for our men and the allies 
cannot take the seas because their 
bunkers are empty of coal. 

“This is war! Whatever the cost, 
we must pay it, so that in the face of 
the enemy there can never be the 
reproach that we held back from do- 
ing our full share. Those ships, laden 
with our supplies of food for men 
and food for guns, must have coal and 
put to sea.” 

To assist in getting coal] to ships 
in New York harbor, Dr. Garfield to- 
night sent to New York one of his as. 
sistants, who will remain there unti) 
bunker coal once more is moving 
freely. Ships’ bunkers, under the clos- 
ing order, are put in a preferential 
class along with household users, 
public utilities and other consumers 
on whose coal uses there are put no 
restrictions. 


BUT FEW CONSULTED 
REGARDING ORDER. 


Officials tonight varied widely in 
their views of the wisdom of the or- 
der. Apparently few were consulted 
before it finally was decided upon ata 
conference yesterday between Presi- 
dent Wilson, Dr. Garfield and Secre- 
taries Baker and Daniels. Many took 
the view of business men who were 
heard from by the thousands that it 
would do far more harm than good. 

Protests came today from every re- 
gion in the country. Business organi- 
zations flooded the fuel administration, 
the white house and congress with tele- 
grams asking to be heard before the 
order became effective. The war serv- 
ice committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States intercepted 
Dr. Garfield at the capitol and after an 
hour’s conference issued a statement 
filed with objections to the plan, but 
saying that now it had been ordered it 
should be complied with loyally. 
Organized labor's attitude was set 
forth tonight by Samuel Gompers, pres- 
ident of the American Federation of 
Labor, who issued a statement declar- 
ing the workers of the nation, although 
they would be the _ chief sufferers, | 
would maintain a loyal stand. Doubt 
was expressed by Mr. Gompers that 
the five-day suspension was the best 
way to meet the situation and he sug- 
rested that a wiser course would hav- 
een to place all industries of the 
country on an é¢ight-hour basis during 
the war. 

Dr. Garfield appealed 
through the press to all employers 
affected by the order to pay their em- 
ployees 
down just as if they were tn full opera- 


tion. 

“It is their patriotic duty,”’ Dr. Gar- 
field said, “and they should rise to the 
occasion.” 

To keep up a maximum fuel produc- 
tion Dr. Garfield tonight wired coal 
operators who are under contract to 
supply industries which will 
down to ship their coal as usual, con- 
sieninge it to state fuel administrators. 
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In gjving preferential treatment to 
certain classea.of consumers not only 
are fuel dealers ordered to supply these 
consumers first, hut state fuel admin- 
istrators are “empowered and directed” 
to divert to the classes specified such 
fuel as arrives for other consumers in 
their communities during the next five 
days. Under this clause ‘large quanti- 
ties of coal en route from the mines 
to factories, office buildings and stores 
must be seized by the state directors 


and distributed. 


NO PREFERENCE 
BETWEEN CLASSES. 


No order of preference is established 
between the classes which are allowed 
to receive coal. The abstract of the 
order given out last night put these 
classes under sub-heads, indicating that 
they would be supplied in the order 
named. The official text retains the 


same order—railroads, domestic con- 
sumers, public buildings, ships, gov- 
ernment purposes and manufacturers of 
perishable foods——-but grouped them all 
together, and one has no precedence 
over the other. 

Prohibtion of the use of fuel by vari- 
ous consumers will close hotel and 
cafe bars in the eastern half of the 
country and including the whole of 
Louisiana and Minnesota, on the Mon- 
day holidays unless the managements 
refer their establishments to be heat- 
ess. The clause including § saloons 
among those consumers which may 
not burn coal on the next ten Mon- 
days, from January 21 to March 25, 
contained an added provision excepting 
hotels and public eating houses from 
the operation of the order’ provided 
they neither sell nor serve intoxicating 
liquors on the days in question. 

Another difference from the prelimi- 
nary abstract is in a provision that 
operation of manufacturing plants 
which must be kept running contin- 
uously to prevent serious damage, must 
be “only to such an extent as is nec- 
essary” during the next five days and 
the succeeding ten Mondays. This 
would apply to blast furnaces and oth- 
er such plants. 

In their Monday editions, which are 
limited to those ordinarily issued on 
holidays, newspapers are enjoined from 
issuing the large editions usually put 
out on Sundays. 

Public utilities buildings, telegraph 
and telephone offices have been added 
in the official order to the list of busi- 
ness buildings which may be heated 
on the Monday holidays. 

The order for preferential sale of 
specified consumers is made effective 
“until further notice.”” The 
diversion of fuel to them is effective 
only from January 18 to 22, inclusive, 
Prohibition of the use of fuel by man- 
ufacturing plants, with certain excep- 
tions, is operative January 18 to 22, 
inclusive, and the nine succeeding Mon- 
days, up to and including March 25, a 
total of 12% working days if Sunday 
is counted out and Saturday is regard- 
ed, as in many industries, as a half 
holiday. Prohibition of the use of fuel 
for heating office buildings and stores, 
with certain exceptions, is effective on 
3 ten Mondays, January 21 to March 

Violation of the order is punishable 
by the penalties provided in the Lever 
bill, $6,000 fine or two: years imprison- 
ment or both.

Little Fuel Will) Be Moved Dur- 
ing Next Few “Days Despite 
Restriction Order. 


Washington, January 17. Deliveries 
of coal during the next few days will 
storm- 
swept section of the country, and prob- 
ably elsewhere, railroad officials de- 
clared today after receiving reports of 
continuing cold weather and snow. De- 
spite the fuel administration's restric- 
tion order and the éxtraordinary efforts 
of railways to move coal, it will be 
physically impossible to haul a normal 
daily winter supply for probably ‘three 
or four days even jf the weather mod- 
erates rapidly. 

Lines to the larger coal mines have 
been opened by snow plows, but the 
way is still blocked to scores of small 
owners. Freezing weather and snow 


not ony have prevented loaded cars 
being hauled away as fast as usual; but 
has hindered the return of empty cars. 
This reduced loading will become ap- 
parent the first part of next week. 

It is understood that the fuel re- 
striction order was prompted partly by 
anticipation of this curtailed coal de- 
livery. However, the railroad admin- 
istration is said not to have suggested 
such an order, ofticials of the depart- 
ment taking the attitude that the rail- 
Ways are doing all in their power to 
deliver coal and that they are concerns 
ed only secondarily im distribution and 
conservation. 

Director General McAdoo said tonight 
the railroads would co-operate in car- 
rying out Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field's order by moving cOal to locali- 
ties needing it most. 

AS @ slep toward povling of motive 
power facilities in the co&l emergency 
the director general today ordered loco- 
motive builders to deliver all completed 
to A. H. Smith, assistant director in 
charge of transportation in the east, 
regardless of the roads by which they 
are ordered. The locomotives will be: 
put into service to clear up congestion 
in the east. 

In New York harbor today 112 steam- 
ers still awaited bunker coal, Mr. Smith | 
reported. Fifteen new vessels had ar- 
rived and eleven had been coaled. Ice 
in the harbor still interfered seriously 
with barge transportation, and frozen 
coal in cars was a handicap to dumping. 
One effect of government operation was 
seen in the gradual reduction of rout- 
ing of freight through the New York 
terminal.

“TI do not presume to say the fuel ad- 
ministrator has made a mistake,” said 
Senator Hitchcock. “All 1 ask is that 
sufficient time be given before the or- 
der goes into effect to permit the coun- 
try to be heard. The thing he did has 
been called a national calamity. The 
fuel administration may be confronted 
with a serious situation in trying to 
get coal for the ships we must send 
across the seas or in maintaining the 
railroads, but before. taking action I 
think at least five days should be 
given,” 

Senator Hitchcock was interrupted 
by-Senator Vardaman, a member of the 
sub-committee investigating the coal 
situation, who said the committee had 
a mass of evidence it would report very 
soon, and if a postponement was ef- 
fected the senate would have the bene- 
fit of that. ; 

“Tl regard this order as a calamity,” 
declared Senator Vardaman. 

“The situation,” continued Senator 
Hitchcock, “is an argument for reform 
in our government. I predict that be- 
fore much time elapses we will be 
compelled to lodge somewhere absolute 
power for co-ordination of branches of 
our government that are now running 
wild. The various officials and branch- 
es of the government are not working 
in harmony or co-ordinating.~ It is im- 
possible for the president with his 
manifold duties and enormous tasks to 
have all the direction.

~ PLANPROTESTED 


Gov. Dorsey Says He Never 
Favored Confiscation Ex- 
cept Manufacturing or In- 
dustrial Supplies. 


_ Governor Hugh M. Dorsey is in re- 
ceipt of protests from J. L Jessup, fuel 
pommitteeman of Macon, and from other 
Points, against the seizure of coal in 
Atlanta, consigned to other Georgia 
cities. 

These protests have evidently grown 
out of misconstruction of advice given 
by the governor several days ago as to 
the use of coal delayed in transit for 
relief of distresses local to points 
where the coal might happen to be 
delayed. 

Governor Dorsey stated Thursday 
that it was not his original proposi- 
tion nor has it ever been his idea that 
coal destined for the relief of suffer- 
ing anywhere should be confiscated, 
except coal consigned for manufactur- 
ing or industrial purposes, but which 
might be delayed and be without pros- 
pect of immediate delivery. 

Regulations Are Cited. 

Governor Dorsey cited the regulations 
of the fuel administration, which 
strictly forbid that any fuel administra- 


tor or anybody else shall seize any 
coal anywhere in transit which is in- 
tended for domestic uses at its final 
destination, under penalty. The same 
regulations provide that a fuel admin- 
istrator may seize at any point in 
transit any coal meant for commercial 
use, whenever the extremity of the 
emergency may justify such a seizure 
for the relief of suffering. 

The governor stated that his advice 
had been and is that in cases of ex- 
treme suffering at any point in Georgia 
where commercial coal, coal that 
ean be legally confiscated, is delayed 
and without any prospect of imme- 
diate movement, such coal should be 
taken to relieve the suffering rather 
than let the coal lie on the railroad 
tracks without being of benefit to any- 
body. But even in such cases, said 
the governor, the coal should be thus 
taken only when there is no prospect 
of delivery to destination and only 
when the local situation is of extreme 
acuteness. 

Governor Dorsey made it particular- 
ly clear that this advice does not ap- 
ply to Atlanta alone, but that it is a 
course prescribed for any point where 
there is suffering and where coal is 
available under the circumstances out- 
lined. 

Three Cars Confiscated. 


Governor Dorsey cited that of the 
three cars of coal which, to his knowl- 
edge, have been confiscated in transit, 
not a single one of these was taken 
at Atlanta. Atlanta Coal Administra- 
tor Kennedy has informed Governor 
Dorsey that not an ounce of coal des- 
tined for other points has been seized 
in Atlanta and that he does not now 
see any likelihood of the necessity for 
such seizures. <All coal diverted to 
dealers in Atlanta has been diverted 
from Atlanta consignees. 

Of the three cars which have been 
confiscated, one was at Lawrenceville, 
where the governor authorized the ac- 
tion on the ground that the people 
were suffering and that a carload of 
coal was broken down on the track 
and could not be moved. The other 
two were ordered confiscated by Dr. 
Hardman in northeast Georgia, both 
cars, incidentally, being consigned to 
Atlanta for use of the Southern rail- 
way. 

“If my suggestions have been mis- 
construed,” said the governor, “T am 
glad the protests are being sent direct 
to me. I wish to assure everyone, how- 
ever, that there is no cause for alarm. 
As long as I can prevent it not an 
ounce of eoal on its way for the re- 
lief of suffering anywhere in Georgia 
will be stopped anywhere for anvbody 
except those homes for which it is in- 
tended. 

Should Be Taken Over. 


“Il believed at the time I made my 
first statement, however, and T still 
believe that where Georgia people are 
suffering and there is commercial coal 
delayed in transit without prospect of 
delivery. it should be taken over at 
the point of delay and given to the 
people to keep them from freezing 
rather than lie on the tracks and serve 
no one. Transportation lines have been 
blocked by weather and congestion and 
coal has been frequently delayed in 
transit indefinitely. Whenever the 
people of any Georgia town come to 
me and tell me they are cold and suf- 
fering and that such coal is at hand 
and ask my advice, I am going to tell 
them to take the coal.” 

Mr. Jessup's protest is as follows: 

His Excellency, the Governor of Georgia: 
Atlanta, Ga.: Please advise if the report is 
correct that you purpose to confiscate coal 
shipped to Macon. I hereby enter protest 
“against any coal en route to Macon being 
disturbed, as we ar# 4,000 tons behind our 
domestic requireme@ ‘or small individual 
consumers since the first of January.

day thereafter for ten weeks. Just 
how many of them are affected by the 
orders could not be determined, though 
it is not anticipated the number will 
be as great as in other cities because 
of the fact that many of the manufac- 
turing plants of the city secure their 
electric power from the big hydro- 
electric plant of the Central Georgia 
Power company, which has a dam 
across the Ocmulgee river at Jackson. 
There are a number of other plants 
in Macon that burn wood exclusively 
and these will not be affected.

Two of the big plants that use coal 
are the Paine mill and Bibb mill, No.

They will be 
closed down, but the services of the 
1,000 employees of the two mills will 
be utilized at Bibb mill, No. 2, on Haw- 
thorne street, which gets its electric 
current from the Central Georgia Pow- 
er company.

Stores selling 
food will be allowed heat until noon of 
each Monday. 

“The management of each office building 
will cut off the heat at the radiator from 
such offices or stores as are not entitled 
thereto under the above order.

Towns Will Suffer Less. 


Rawson Collier, sales agent for the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, 
pointed out Thursday that the towns 
of north central Georgia will suffer 
less than many towns in other sections, 
as the majority of manufacturers are 
using hydro-electric power and will 
not. therefore, be affected by the order. 

“We are now furnishing power to 
43 towns,” said Mr. Collier, “and none 
of the manufacturers who are using 
our power have any cause to worry 
over the new regulations as long as 
the water holds out to generate the 
power.” 

In buildings where physicians, den- 
tists or others not restricted by the 
heatless Mondays have offices, the jan- 
itor will turn off the neat at the ra- 
diator in all other offices except where 
freezing would cause damage. If the 
heat is turned on by the tenant dur- 
ing the restricted period, it will be at 
his own risk, according to the opinion 
expressed by the office building man- 
agers. 

In the opinion of Hooper Alexander, 
United States district attorney, no gas 
or oil stoves may be burned in offices 
on heatiess days. The regulations re- 
fer to “fuel” and gas and oil will be 
considered as fuel when used for the 
purpose of heating. 


Must Use Common Sense. 

In discussing the new regulations. 
Mayor Candler said the people will 
have to use their common sense, plus 
an honest intention to comply with 
the law as they interpret it to apply to 
their particular business or industry. 

“We have not yet received anything 
official in this matter,” said Mayor 
Candler. “All we have to base our 
opinions on are the newspaper dis- 
atches from Washington. The regu- 
ations, as published, give rise to many 
perplexing problems, but I feel that 
every one affected by them will make 
an honest effort to comply with the 
intent of the regulations, which is to 
save fuel. 

“I do not know how many wage 
earners will be affected by the shut- 
ting down of manufacturing plants on 
Mondays, but the indications at pres- 
ent are that the number will be large. 
The Coca-Cola plant will not be opened 
again until Tuesday and will be closed 
every Monday untll the restrictions 
are lifted.” 

Probably the pople who will suffer 
most from the regulations are the hun- 
dreds of small-salaried factor® em- 
ployees, who will feel the effect of los- 
ing a day’s pay from each week's, 
salary. 

No complete canvass has been made 
to show how many wage earners in 
the city will be affected, but it has 
been made plain that only those whose 
work is dependent upon the burning of 
fuel will suffer. No place that Ft 
not use fuel need close nor need the 
places now using fuel close on the 
restricted days if they can operate 
without fuel. It is not the intention of 
the government to enforce holidays, jn 
the opinion of the district attorne but.

In his work, “The New Army,” Jaures 
showed that the only army France 
could have is an army of defense built 
on the plan of arming every citizen, 
that is, a democratic army, a militia. 
The bourgeois French republic is now 
paying the penalty for having made 
her army a counterpoise to her demo- 
cratic state organization. She created, 
in Jaures’ words, “a bastard regime in 
which antiquated forms clashed with 
newly developing forms and neutralized 
each other.” This incongruity between 
the standing army and the republican 
regime is the fundamental weakness 
of the French military system. 

The reverse is true of Germany. 
Germany's barbarian retrograde politi- 
tal system gives her a great military 
supremacy. The German bourgeoiele 
may grumble now and then when the 
pretorian caste spirit of the officers’ 
corps leads to outbreaks like that of 
Zabern. They may make wry faces at 


CHA IV. 
THE WAR AGAINST THE WEST. 


On his return from his diplomatic 
trip to Italy, Dr. Sudekum wrote in The 
Vorwarts that the Italian comrades did 
not sufficiently comprehend the nature 
of ezarism. We agree with Dr. Sude- 
kum that a German can more easily 
understand the nature of ozarism as he 
experiences daily, in his own person, 
the mature of Prussia-German abso- 
lutism, The two “natures” are very 
closely akin to each other. 

German absolutism represents a feu- 
dal-monarchical organization, resting 
upon a mighty capitalist foundation, 
which the development of the last haif 
century has erected for it. The strength 
of the German army, as we have 
learned to know it anew in its present 
bloody work, consists not alone in the 
great material and technical resources 
of the nation, and in the ceetagae rae 
and precision of the workman-soldier, 
who had been drilled in the school @ 
industry and his own class organizsa- 
tions, It has its foundation also in its 
Junker officer caste, with its master 
class traditions? ita oppression of those 
who are below and its subordination 
te those who are above. 

The German army, like the Gerfhan 
state, is a feudal-monarchical organiza- 
tion with inexhaustible capitalistic re- 
sources. The bourgeois scribblers may : 
chatter all they want about the su-/the crown prince and his slogan, “Give 
premacy of the German, the man ofjit to them! Give it to them!” The 
duty. over the Frenchman, the man Bi cerwien social democracy may inveigh 
pleasure; the real difference lies not ever so sharply against the systematic 


soldier which has caused proportionate- 
ly double the number of suicides in 
the German barracks of that in any 
jother co 7. But for all that, the 
fact that the German bourgeoisie has 
fabsolutely no political eharacter and 
that the German socialist party has 
failed to inspire the proletariat with 
the revolutionary spirit has enabled 
the ruling class to erect the gigantic 
structure of militarism, and so place 
the efficient and intelligent German 
workmen under the command of the 
Zabern-heroes and. their slogan, “Give 
it to them!” 

Professot Hans Delbruck seeks the 
source of Germany's military strength 
in the ancient model of the Teuto- 
burgerwald, and he is perfectly justi- 
fied.

“The aim for the foreign policy of 
the German empire for the next decades 
is clearly indicated,’ Professor Franz 
von Liszt announces. “*Protection 
against England,’ that must be our 
slogan” (Ein mitteleuropaisciper Staa- 
tenverband, 1914, p. 24). 


BUT TO CRUSH ENGLAND. 

“We must crush the most treacker- 
ous and malicious of our foes,” cries 
a third. “We must break the tyranny 
which England exercises over the sea 
with base self-seeking and shameless 
contempt of justice and right.” 

The war is directed not against czar- 
ism, but primarily against England's 
supremacy on the sea. 

“It may be sald,” Professor Schieh- 
mann confesses, .“that no success of 
ours has given us such joy as the de- 
feat of the English at Maubeuge and 
St. Quentin on August 28.” 

The German social democrats tell us 
that the chief object of the war is the 
“settlement with Russia.” But plain, 
straightforward Herr Rudolf Theuden 
wants to give Galicia to Russia with 
North Persia thrown in. Then Rus- 
sia “would have got enough to be sat- 
isfied for many decades to come. We 
may even make her our friend by it.” 


“What ought the war to bring us?’ 
asks Theuden, and then he answers: 


“The chief payment must be made 
us by France. France must give 
ug Belfort, that part of Lorraine which 
borders on the Mogelle, and, in case of 
stubborn resistance, that part as well 
which borders on the Maas. If we make 
the Maas and the Moselle German boun- 
daries, the French wil] some day per- 
haps wean themselves away from the 
idea of making the Rhine a French 
boundary.”

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COTTON’S RELATIVE POSITION. 
The government will, of course, not at- 
tempt to regulate the price of cotton, as pro- 
posed by a Chicago congressman—but should 
¥% attempt to do so the question arises: At 
what point would it fix the minimum? 
Cotton, considering the puying power of 
a dollar, is proportionately lower in price at 
even 30 cents a pound than is wheat at $2.20 
a bushel, the minimum price fixed by the

minimum limit at all upon cotton it could not 


equitably fix it much below 50 cents a pound. 

Certainly, in fairness to the planters, it 
could not limit the cotton price at a figure 
allowing for a lesser margin of profit than 
is enjoyed by the wheat farmer, for example, 
under the minimum fixed by the government 
on the price of wheat! Indeed, were the 
fixed price of cotton to be gauged by the 
fixed prices of wheat, corn, or steel, the price 
of cotton under governmental decree would 
he far in advance of the prevailing price of 
that staple under the natural, immutable law 
of supply and demand which now controls it! 

But the danger lies in the fact that those 
who are clamoring for the regulation of cot- 
ton prices do not want the price of cotton to 
be gauged according to the prices of other 
staples hitherto fixed. Their complaint is 
that cotton is too high, and they want the 
prices lowered; whereas the price, propor- 
tionately, is low, and the government could 
not further lower it and be just to the cot- 
ton interests. 

Nor is the federal government going to 
lay itself open to the charges of favoritism, 
partiality and sectional injustice! 

To say that the price of cotton ought to 
be regulated because it has been found nec- 
essary or advantageous to regulate the prices 
of certain other staple commodities is, to say 
the least that can be said of it, not sound 
argument. 

For instance, it is generally admitted 
that had not wheat been regulated, flour 
would today be selling probably from $18 
to $20 a barrel—at whatever “the traffic 
would bear!” Had ell not fixed 
a maximum price for sur, it is authorita- 
tively conjectured, that staple would be sell- 
ing for from 30 to 50 cents a pound. Why? 
Because people have to have flour and sugar 
every day; which fa@&peqal 
to “corner” the market HDe 

Cotton is not an every | 
life nor an every-day essemti@ in any neces- 
sary industry—nor in war, Yor that matter. 
Therefore, the price of cotton,is essentially 
governed entirely by the law of supply and 
demand, which has stood throughout the 
centuries and always will stand. 

Regulation of the price of raw cotton 
certainly is not required for the maintenance 
of the cotton mills industry, nor to forestall 
a possible shortage in fabrics and clothing, 
because the mills are profiting at producing 
from 30-cent cotton; and the mills of Eng- 
land and Japan are making satisfactory 
profits from manufactures. produced from 40- 
cent cotton, for which the American grower 


received all the way from 15 to 30 cents. P 


The value of cotton has materially ‘in- 
creased since the beginning of the war. The 
mills want and must have it. The munitions 
makers must have it for the mantffacture of 
explosives. It is figured that one 16-inch 
rifle will use a bale of cotton ‘in sixteen 
seconds; that a machine gun will consume a 
bale of cotton in something like five hours. 
Yet men can fight without cotton; and other 
matéridis: can be used for clothing, leggings 
and tents. For that reason, therefore, if cot- 
ton were not actually worth the price it 
brings, governments at war, and clothing 
manufacturers, would not buy cotton, but 
would use something else.

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In April 1917 the cables told. of a plan proposed by Herbert C. 
Hoover, then in London, which he described as “a plan by which the 
Allies can consolidate under one head the whole a of food 


staples from our market, and not only will competitive b 


ding be 


abolished, but by co-operative buying on our side we can arrange the 
proper balance between the rights of producers and consumers.” 


This plan was favorably re- 
ceived by the sugar refining  in- 
dustry, which had been on a war 
basis almost from the beginning 
of the European War. 


The war had brought the Allies 
into the Cuban market, resulting 
in severe domestic and interna- 
tional competition with no in- 
creased supplies. Naturally 
prices of refined sugar, both to 
the American public and to the 
Allies, rose under this forced draft. 


Domestic sugar refiners, since 
the outbreak of the European War 
not only have safeguarded the 
United States supply but have 
maintained the lowest sugar prices 
in the world. 


This brilliant record is due 
largely to the fact that sugar re- 
fining is in the hands of large 
business units, with an excess of 
refining capacity sufficient to sup- 
ply all domestic needs, and so far 
all demands of foreign countries. 


In the spring of 1917 there was 
@ serious attempt at the disor- 
ganization of the sugar refining 
industry, following a long series 
ei attempts at destruction of sugar 
ships. 


Accompanying these ‘aneislonte 
were widely circulated sensa- 
tional reports predicting a sugar 
famine and sugar shortage, caus- 
ing widespread apprehension. 


At that time, evenwith the assur- 
ance of ample supplies on hand, 
retail sugar prices rose in some 
sections to 20 and 25 cents a pound. 


The efforts of the American 
Sugar Refining Company to allay 
public alarm, to check hoarding, 
to accept a price less than that 
which it could easily have se- 
cured, and to distribute its prod- 
uct fairly and evenly among the 
trade, were of real public service. 


While there were great supplies 
of sugar in far-away Java which 
ordinarily would have gone to 
Europe, yet the necessity for sav- 
ing ships became so great that 
Europe turned to Cuba for even 
larger supplies than previously. 


It takes a cargo ship 150 days to 
make a round trip between Eng- 
land and Java, while a round trip 
between England and Cuba can 
be made in 50 days. 


Under these circumstances 
and seemingly to avoid paying 
proposed United States war taxes 
on refined sugar the European 
Allies purchased in Cuba the 
sugar which ordinarily would 
have come to the United States 
in the fall months. 


These conditions, and especial- 
ly the necessity of saving ships,

led the United States and the 
Allied Nations to urge upon the 
sugar industry the adoption by 
voluntary agreement of the 
original Hoover plan, under the 
authority of the Food Control 
Act, passed August 10, 1917. 


The cane-sugar refiners and the 
beet-sugar producers unanimously 
agreed to the Hoover plan as a 
patriotic act in the interest of the 
American people and as an aid 'to 
the Allies. 


This is the significance of the 
appointment by the United States 
Food Administration of the Inter- 
national Sugar Com mittee to 
which the Allies send representa- 
tives for England, France, Italy 
and Canada, and to which the 
United States contributes three 
members. 


Upon the success of the opera- 
tion of the International Sugar 
Committee under the directions of 
the Allied Governments, acting 
for practically half the civilized 
world, will depend the readjust- 
ment of the world’s sugar markets. 


This plan is full of promise to 
all the nations party to the con- 
vention. 


It is an assurance that sugar, 
although comparatively cheap 
in view of war conditions, will not 
by reason either of competitive 
or speculative activity be in- 
creased in wholesale price. 


Sugar will become stabilized in 
price with sufficient profit to pro- 
ducers, refiners and merchants to 
maintain and stimulate produc- 
tion and to cover the cost of re- 
fining and of distribution.

New York, January 17.—Not since the 
memorable day last February when 
priceg broke 500 points in response to 
the ruthless German U-boat program 
has there been such demoralization in 
the cotton market as was noted this 
morning, when values sustained a per- 
pendicular drop of 137 to 202 points on 
the nearby positions and 53 to 85 points 
in later months as a result of the dras- 
tic and totally unexpected conservation 
or issued by the fuel administrator. 

The selling of nearby positions, par- 
ticularly March contracts, which show- 
ed the greatest decline, amounting to 
over $10 a, bale, represented stop-loss 
orders due to fears that the conserva- 
tion order would mean a severe reduc- 
tion in the amount of cotton consumed 
by New England mills. 


There was less pressure in the dis- 
tant months and eventually trade buy- 
ing developed on such a tremendous 
scale that prices began a recovery, 
which culminated in a rise of fully 
160 points on March or from 29 cents 
to 30.60c. The May delivery advanced 
from 29.35, which was the lowest 
around the opening, to 30.78c. In ad- 
dition to the big trade demand, which 
came from both northern and southern 
mills, there were reports to the effect 
that southern spot holders were abso- 


'lutely indifferent to the decline in fu- 


tures and had refused to make any 
concession in their prices. 

There was also an active demand 
from some of the big short interests to 
cover cotton put out several days ago 
and good buying for both Liverpool 
and New Orleans account.

ORDER CAUSE* DEPRESSION 
IN NEW ORLEANS MARKET 


New Orleans, Zanuary 17.—The price 
of cotton fell five to six dollars a 
bale today around the opening of the 
market and remained depressed 
throughout the session as the result of 
the announcement of the government’s 
fuel regulations. Heavy selling came 
from holders of long contracts, who 
liquidated their cotton ‘because they 
saw curtailed consumption in the en- 
forced holidays. Added to this was a 
large volume of offerings from the 
short side. 

In the first few minutes of trading 
prices fell 99 to 117 points. For a 
while the market retained its weak 
tone, but gradually steadied on profit- 
taking from the short side and fresh 
buying for long account. <A recovery 
set in conennee reports of an increased 
demand, both here and in the interior, 
for the lower grades of spots. Tele- 
grams from Georgia told of large sales 
of such cotton to Carolina mills. At 
the highest, on this reaction from the 
decline, the market stood 28 to 42 points 
under the last prices of yesterday.

Petrograd, January 16.—Premier 
Lenine today signed an order for the 
arrest of King Ferdinand of Rumania, 
who is to be sent to Petrograd for im- 
prisonment in the fortress of St. Peter 
and St. Paul. 

The order for the king’s arrest de- 
scribes in detail the way it is to be 


carried out and in which the king is to 
be guarded. The Bolshiviki believe 
they have sufficient forces on the Ru- 
manian front to carry it out. 

For several weeks there has been 
friction between Rumania and Russia. 
The trouble originated with the at- 
tempts to spread Bolshevik propagan- 
da in Rumania. It was charged by 
the Rumanians that Russian’ troops 
were guilty of disorders. Recently 
Rumanian troops disarmed a Russian 
regiment. The Bolshevik government 
retaliated by arresting the Rumanian 
minister in Petrograd, although he was 
released on the demand of the diplo- 
matic corps. An ultimatumewas dis- 
patched to Rumania threaténing the 
severest measures if Russia’s demands 
were not complied with wWithin 24 
hours.

London, January 17.—The British ad- 
miralty announces the loss of two tor- 
pedo boat destroyers in a violent gale 
and a heavy snowstorm last Saturday 
night.

A Great Hazard, 


Speaking of merchandise as a whole 
he asserted that statistics show that 
merchandise is the greatest hazard of 
the business world. “The man who gen- 
erally makes mistakes keeps on mak- 
ing mistakes. ' The school of experience 
is not a safe one. The merchandising 
line is just as much of a science as 
law, medicine or any other of the pro- 
fessions. Merchandising is dollars and 
cents; money talks, and it carries on a 
long conversation. Merchandising 
hazards in the state of Georgia,” he 
declared, “are greater than they are 
in any other state in the United 
States.” He stated, however, that the 
number of failures in the city of At- 
lanta were less according to statistics 
than in any other southern city. 

“We expend each year,’ he said, ‘*42 
per cent of our earnings for clothing, 
20 per cent for food, 4 per cent- for 
shelter and 17 per cent for non-essen- 
tials.”’ 

Calling the attention of the mer-

Berlin, January 17.—(Via London.)— 
An official statement issued here to- 
day, wiving the reply by the central 
powers to the Russian proposals at 
'Brest-Litovsk on Monday, says the 
tussian proposals concerning the re- 
gions occupied by the central powers 
diverge to such a degree from the 
views of the céntral pdwers that in 
their present form they are unaccept- 
able.
